Department of Agriculture gives 
promise of bumper yields this 
yeax, far in excess of 1929. Their 
figures on the fruit and field crops 
at present show the foiiowing op- 
timistic figures: 

There will be an increase of a 
236,000 bushels of wheat, with a 
crop of 13,568,000 bushels; and an 
increase of 491,000 bushels of bar-! 
ley with a yield of 29,854,000 bush- 
els. With an expected yield of 78 | 
per cent, the prune crop will jump 
from 103,000 tons last year to 
234,000 tons. 

The only sour note in the report 
concerns three of the field crops, 
rice, hay and alfalfa, production of | 
which will fall below 1929, und 
walnuts. Here is the department 
estimate of the various items in 
the field crops: '
